Yesterday's article dealt with some of the 
symptoms of sinus trouble. The article for today 
will discuss some of the causes. 

In sinusitis, or inflammation of a sinus cavity, 
there are in general two causes which must be 
considered. The first is a constitutional cause 
arising from a toxic state of the body built up 
by faulty habits of living, which toxic state 
favors lowered resistance. The lowered resist- 
ance means a failure of the usual defensive 
powers of the organism, and allows a cold or 
attack of influenza to get a foothold. Most 
attacks of sinusitis follow upon the heels of 
colds. 

The second cause is a local cause marked by 
the invasion of the mucous membrane lining the 
sinus with various invaders capable of causing 
the throwing off of pus. The purulent stage is 
therefore the result of the body failing to protect 
itself against injurious factors which are success- 
fully resisted in conditions of normal health. 

In order to get at the basic causes of sinus 
trouble, we must go back to those faulty habits 
of living which lower general health and re- 
sistance. These are: The use of an unbalanced 
diet, deficiency of vitamin A, lack of fresh air, 
being shut away from sunlight through indoor 
work, insufficient exercise, faulty habits of 
breathing with a consequent poor supply of 
oxygen, depriving the body of enough sleep, 
nervous tension, constipation, etc.
